2. On a review of the position, it has also been decided to 
allow export of Chloroqidne Phosphate manufactured from 
indigenous Chloroquine Phosphate, subject to the condition 
that the indigenous raw ratterial i.c. Chloroquine Phosphate 
used in the manufacture of the product exported shall be reple¬ 
nished by import within a period of six months from the date 
of export. The licensing authorities will allow the export by 
issuing an import licence to the exporter on his furnishing a bond 
undertaking to import Chloroquine Phosphate for CTF value 
equal to 30% of the FOB value of Chloroquine Phosphate 


formulations to be exported. The bond shall be supported by 
a ban guarantee for an amouni equal to 15% of (he FOB value 
of the product to be exported. If the exporter fails to 
import the material within the stipulated perit d the bank guaran¬ 
tee shall be liable for ferfeiture without piejuvlKi to any rther 
action that may be taken under the Impojis and Fxpoii*. (ten- 
trol) Act, 1947 and the orders issued thertunder, Accordirglj, 
the bond will be redeemed on production of doeumcmary 
evidence to show the import of (Thloroquine Phosphate vf the 
requisite value within the prescribed period.
